Court  Monitors  Move 
To  Oust  Jimmy  Hoffa 

WASHINGTON,  Nov.  24 — (UPI) — Court-appointed  moni- 
tors planned  to  make  another  step  today  in  their  campaign  to 
force  the  ouster  of  Teamsters’  President  James  R.  Hoffa 

Monitor  chairman  Martin  F.  O’Donoghue  was  set  to  ask 
federal  Judge  F.  Dickinson  Letts  for  power  to  press  an  inquiry 
into  alleged  misuse  of  funds  by  Hoffa  in  a Florida  real  estate 


MONITORS  ARE  seeking  au-  : 
thority  from  Letts  to  take  sworn  j 
statements  from  witnesses  in  De-  j 
troit  and  Florida  bearing  on  the : 
transaction.  Hoffa’s  lawyers  are  | 
fighting  this  move  on  grounds  it’s 
unnecessary  and  won’t  prove 
anything. 

It  will  be  the  first  matter  tak- 
en before  Letts  since  the  Su- 
preme Court  upheld  a lower 
court  ruling  giving  him  the  pow- 
er to  issue  clean-up  orders. 

HOFFA  IS  ACCUSED  of  trans- 
ferring $500,000  from  the  treas- 
ury of  his  home  Local  299  in 
Detroit  into  a non-interest  bear- 
ing account  in  the  Florida  Na- 
tion Bank,  Orlando,  Fla. 

The  monitors  charged  that  he 
switched  the  money  to  secure  a 
loan  to  Sun  Valley,  Inc.,  a real 
estate  firm  headed  by  Henry 
Lower,  in  which  Hoffa  had  an 
interest. 

SUN  VALLEY  bought  a large 
tract  of  land  near  Orlando  in 
April,  1955  after  Hoffa  endorsed 
a $50,000  loan  to  the  firm  made 
by  the  Commercial  Bank  of  De- 
troit. 

The  monitors  have  told  the 
court  that  lower  delivered  $25,- 
000  in  cash  to  Hoffa  at  the  lat- 
ter’s home  sometime  in  1956. 
This  was  described  to  the  court 
as  an  “interest-free  loan.” 

SUN  VALLEY  now  is  being 
reorganized  under  the  federal 
bankruptcy  act  and  the  Florida 
Bank  has  obtained  a $356,000 
judgment  against  the  firm,  the 
monitors  said  in  their  brief.

Suicide  is  not  condoned  by  western  civilization,  or  its 
religions.  You  may  not  be  planning  to  kill  yourself,  but 
when  you  speed  you  are  off  to  a good  start. 

The  National  Safety  Council  says  that  over  30  per 
cent  of  the  fatal  traffic  accidents  involve  a speeding  viola- 
tion and  that  72  per  cent  of  drivers  in  fatal  accidents 
were  violating  the  law  in  some  way.

Fullmer  Holds  Training

Fullmer  began  his  boxing  ca- 
reer unofficially  at  the  age  of  8. 
He  became  professional  in  June 
1951,  a month  before  his  21st 
birthday. 

Since  turning  professional,  he 
has  fought  fifty-four  times,  los- 
ing only  four  matches.  His  losses 
were  to  Gil  Turner,  Bobby  Boyd, 
Ed  Lausey,  and  Sugar  Ray  Rob- 
inson.

“One  of  my  sparring  partners 
has  the  same  style  as  Webb,” 
says  Fullmer,  who  goes  on  to 
say  “I  think  this  fight  will  be 
harder  than  the  Robinson 
match.” 


Rebels  Close  G;

NEW  YORK,  Nov.  23— Syra- 
cuse, the  nation’s  only  undefeat- 
ed-untied major  college  football 
team,  remained  first  today  in 
United  Press  International’s  rat- 
ings while  Mississippi  took  over 
the  runnerup  spot. 

Mississippi,  idle  last  week,  re- 
placed Southern  California  in 
second  place.  UCLA,  which  plays 
host  to  Syracuse  Dec.  5,  handed 
Southern  California  its  first  1959 
defeat  Saturday,  10-3. 

LOUISIANA  STATE  moved 
from  fourth  to  third  in  the  lat- 
est balloting:  by  the  35  leading 
coaches  who  rate  the  major 
schools  for  UPI.  All  of  the  top- 
ranked  teams  except  Syracuse 
have  ended  their  regular  sea- 
sons or  will  end  them  this  week 
but  the  coaches  will  not  vote  for 
a national  champion  until  UCLA 
gets  its  crack  at  Syracuse  next 
month. 

Texas  advanced  from  sixth  to 
fourth  and  Wisconsin,  the  Big 
Ten’s  Rose  Bowl  representative, 
from  ninth  to  fifth.  Georgia  was 
sixth,  Southern  California  sev- 
enth, Washington  eighth,  Texas 
Christian  ninth  and  Arkansas 
10th. 

AUBURN  HEADED  the  second 
10  group.  Illinois,  which  upset 
Northwestern  Saturday,  was 
12th.  Penn  State,  Clemson,  Mich- 
igan State,  Miami  (Fla.),  Ore- 
gon, Northwestern,  Wyoming, 
Oklahoma  and  Alabama  rounded 
out  the  top  20  in  that  order. 
Only  three  other  teams,  Georgia 


Tech,  Pittsburgh  and  Missouri, 
were  mentioned  on  this  week’s 
ballots. 

Texas  Christian,  which  will 
play  in  the  Blue  Bonnet  Bowl 
at  Houston  Dec.  19,  and  Arkansas 
were  the  newcomers  in  this 
week’s  top  10.  They  replaced 
Northwestern  and  Penn  State. 
Penn  State,  fifth  last  week,  was 
ambushed  by  Pittsburgh  Satur- 
day, 22-7. 

Each  coach  on  the  board  votes 
for  10  teams  in-  the  order  he 
ranks  them  nationally.  Points  are 
awarded  on  a 10-9-8-7-6-5-4-3- 
2-1  basis  for  votes  from  first 
through  10th  place. 

SYRACUSE  received  28  first- 
place  votes,  two  more  than  last 
week,  but  its  point  total  re- 
mained the  same,  336.  Mississippi 
drew  four  first-place  votes  and 
280  points  and  Louisiana  was 
only  nine  points  behind  with
